This Fast Track Program is designed to provide accessible, affordable, skill training, which leads
to immediate employment. The FAST TRACK Jobs for West Virginia program is a statewide
initiative of the Community and Technical College System of West Virginia.

Home Inspection is a rapidly growing field and quickly becoming a standardized part of real
estate buying and selling transactions.

This 80 hour program is offered in weekend format. Upon completion of this course, students
will be prepared for the West Virginia State Home Inspectors Licensing Exam, and qualified to
perform Ohio state home inspections.

Students will become familiar with all aspects of home inspection including: grading,
foundations, structures, roofing, exteriors, insulation, electrical inspection, HVAC inspection,
plumbing, interiors, and environmental issues. This course includes in field inspections and
virtual inspections.

The cost of this program is $1,595.00 which includes your text book. This program is HEAPS
Grant eligible for West Virginia residence.
